Ketchikan is quite an important town of about 1200
inhabitants, situated on the Forth side of Tongass Narrows,
abreast of the Western end of Pennock Island, and extending
for about 3/4 of a mile along the shore to the Westward from
Fish Creek.
I$ is the distributing point for miners' suprlies for
the mines on Prince of Wales Island and other islands in the
vieinity. There is a U.S. Custom House, Post-0ffice and
Court House located here, =also several large general merchan-
dise stores, good hotels and restaurants, and a large saw-millj
The town i1s lighted by electric lights, and water is piped
through the town and to the wharves. Coal can generally Ye
obtained for vessels at reasonable rates. It is connected
by cable with Puget Sound and as far Westward as Valdez.
There is mail communication by steamers both North and South
several times a week. There is a large salmon cannery about
1/4 of a mile East of the town. On Pennock Island directly

orrosite the saw-mill, there is a wharf and rowder magazine.

The Narrows are about 3/8 of a mile wide abreast of the
town, and anchorage can be made about 200 yards off the steam-
ship and saw-mill wharves, in from 7 to 15 fathoms water,
sandy and rocky bottom. This anchorage is considered secure
for all but the heaviest winter gales. The tidal currents
do not exceed 1-1/2 or 2 miles. There is fronm 3—1/2 to 8
fathoms of water alongside the steamship wharves.

Vessels can be beached for reprairs on the flats at the
mouth of the creek.

SAXMAN is an Indian Settlement on the Northern shore
of Tongass Narrows about 2 miles FBast of Ketchikan. There
is a Presbyterian Church and Mission here. tn the first
roint, 3/8 of a mile to the Westward of Saxman, there is a
saw-mill belonging to the Indians, but it was not running
